Enllft For Seven Year* Now. 
After Nov. 1 all enlistments in the 
regular army will be for a period of 
seven years.

By the terms of the new enlistment 
law, a man enlisting may be trans­ 
ferred to the army reserve after four 
years of actual service. As a member 
of the reserve he will draw no pay, 
but will be subject to duty at a mo­ 
ment’s notice. 


Servian Army Takes Uskup and Fol- 
■ lov/s Turkish Troops South—Greeks 
Capture Another Town. 
Since the captuer of the town of 
•^ski-Baba by the 
Bulgarian troops 
very little 
news has been received 
from that region, where the future ot 
Turkey in Europe may be decided in 
a few days. 
A short message from Sofia, how 
ever, says that the Bulgarians have 
seized a Turkish military train on the 
way from Constantinople to Adriano 
pie. This indicates that the Bulgarian 
invaders have cut the railroad, isolât 
Ing Adrianople from its base, accom 
plishing one of the greatest strokes of 
the campaign, getting into position to 
march on Constantinople. 
At the same time the Bulgarian ar­ 
mies are carrying out a wide, sweep 
ing movement reaching almost to the 
shores of the Black Sea, and still other 
Bulgarian columns are completing the 
circle around Adrianople. 
How 
far 
these combined movements have been 
successful the outside world is not in­ 
formed, but the Bulgarians assert that 
the fate of Adrianople is practically 
sealed. 
The bridge across the Tchorlu river 
was blown up by the Bulgarians, thus 
interrupting communication between 
Lule Burgas and Constantinople, ac­ 
cording to a dispatch from the corres­ 
pondent of the Vienna Reichspost with 
the headquarters of the Second Bul­ 
garian army. 
In view of the big events in the 
eastern region of the theater of war 
the achievements of the Servian army 
have been somewhat lost sight of. The 
Servians, from whom Europe did not 
expect much, are now in possession of 
virtually the whole of Old Servia and, 
in conjunction with the Montenegrins, 
hold the best part of the district of 
Novibazar. 
The Servian columns have obtained 
possession of ^the Turkish 
railroad 
from Mitrovitza, its northern terminus, 
down to Uskup, and they are following 
the del'eated Turkish army to Velos, 
farther to the south. 
The Bulgarian 
column co-operating with the Servian 
army in the western part of the penin­ 
sula has occupied 
Istih, called the 
“Adrianopolis of Macedonia,” and now 
threaten to cut off the retreat of the 
y 
Turks to the south. 
The Serbs inflicted another defeat 
on the Turkish forces at Verisovitz, 
where the Arnaut tribesmen lost fif­ 
teen guns antf 4000 rifles, while 1000 
of them were captured. 
The Servian 
loss was twenty-five killed and six 
wounded. The Servian troops contin­ 
ued their march along the railway. 
The Greek army, too, is making 
steady headway. 
Its capture of Pen- 
tepigedia is considered of the utmost 
importance, for with Pentepigedia in 
Greek hands, the whole country to the 
north is accessible to the Greek army 
and the way is left open to Janina, the 
Turkish base in the far western re­ 
gion.

Charles Becker, former lieutenant 
of police, who is facing death In ihe 
electric chair for the murder of Her­ 
man Rosenthal, of which a jury in New 
Yorlv found him guilty, is not nearly su 
fear-stricken over the future as aro his 
fellow prisoners, the gangsters whum 
he is accused of using as tools to carr^ 
death to the “squealing’* gambler. 
Becker will bo sentenced to death next 
W’ednesday. 
While Becker was conferring with 
John F. McIntyre, his chief counsel, 
looking toward an appeal of his case, 
“Smiling Sam“ Schepps, the pivotal 
witness in the trial, received a death 
threat over the telephone, and the oth 
er gangsters cowered in their cells, 
fearing that every footstep in the flag­ 
ged corridors of their prison heralded 
the approach of an avenger in dis­ 
guise. 
Schepps, the smiling, pleasant little 
man, who has gloried in tho limelight, 
was called to the telephone by a voice 
which told the keeper that Bernard 
Sandler, Schepp’s counsel, was at tho 
other end of the wire. 
Schepps ro 
sponded and said the voice over the 
wire whispered: 
“You may be turned out of prison 
today, but if you are you will not leave 
the court room alive.” 
Schepps dropped the receiver and 
screamed: ’‘They’ll get m e!” And the 
other gangsters and informers 
anew at the note of terror in Sciie.^;. 
voice. 
Exhausted by the ordeal of tho triai, 
Mr. McIntyre began the preli.aiuurj 
steps looking to an appeal and a btay 
of execution for his client. The case 
will be fought to the court of appeals, 
and Becker, pacing his coll in the 
Tombs, expressed 
hope of 
tho out­ 
come. At the same time he denounces 
what he styles the rigorous partiality 
of Justice Goff in his charge to the 
jury and his conduct of the trial. 
The verdict caused a panic among 
the four gunmen who are accused of 
being the actual murderers of Rosen­ 
thal. 
Reports were current at the Tombs 
that “Gyp the J31ood” Horowitz, “Lefty 
Louie*' Rosenborg, “Whitey Lewis**

A bureau of fire prevention has just 
been organized in New, York city un­ 
der the new state law enacted as a 
result of the great Asch building fire 
and 
similar 
disasters. 
Nearly GOO 
inspectors will be employed by the bu­ 
reau, whose 
officers 
and 
men 
are 
drawn from the lire department. 
The 
force will inspect buildings and will 
work in co-operation with the bureau 
of fire extinguishment. Large powers 
an given to the new bureau; it will 
have control of fire-escapes and flre- 
exits, 
cellars, 
dumbwaiter 
shafts, 
auxiliary fire 
appliances and 
every­ 
thing designed to protect human life 
from fire, says the Chicago Record- 
Herald. 
A landlord who refuses to 
comply with the order of the bureau 
will be required to close his building 
until the changes thought necessary 
by the bureau have been made. 
The 
example of New York in this respect 
ought to be followed in many states'! 
Illinois has made a start through the 
authorization by the legislature of a 
commission to codify the building 
nws and report recommendations for 
fire protection after examination of 
the laws of other states. 
This com­ 
mission is not required to report be­ 
fore January 1, 1013; meantime local 
fire-prevention ordinances should 
be 
rigidly enforced.

family, and they can be used in a 
number of odd and appetizing ways. 
Spaghetti, boiled exactly twenty min« 
utes may be drained and dipped into 
a skillet of it, tossed about for a few 
minutes, and served 
with 
toasted 
cheese spread over it. Tomatoes and 
green peppers, sliced and fried in a 
deep pot of it, make a wonderful addi­ 
tion to cold meats. Artichokes, cauli­ 
flower and asparagus, the aristocrats 
of the garden, take kindly to this su­ 
perfine oil, and are especially 
good 
when warmed over in it. 
v Ham drippings added to bean soups 
have an excellent effect, and will be 
found a great saying, if used instead 
of meat stock. 
* It may seem a great deal of trouble 
to thus divide and subdivide these 
products, but, once the thing i3 be­ 
gun, it is just as easy as pouring all 
the drippings into one large crock, 
and the result is so much better that 
some extra effort will 
seem 
well 
worth while. 


A small amount of bacon or ham 
grease, dropped into string beans or 
spinach or beet tops gives a splendid 
flavor, and if it is once eaten, will 
never again be 
omitted.—Armour’s 
Farm Almanac.

mixture of flour added, and when it is 
mixed smoothly with tha fat water is 
put in to make a thin gravy. 
The 
meat is then put in and left covered 
on the back of the stove, and later 
vegetables and seasoning are added, 
or they jnay be put In with the meat, 
seasoned, covered and boiled five min* 
utes and put at once into the firelesa 
cooker and left several hours or all 
day. 
Long, slow cooking is the only 
rule for good results.

An Oppressive Trust. 


Before the Coffee Roasters’ Association, in ses­ 
sion at Chicago on Thursday, Thomas J. Webb, 
of Chicago, charged that there is in existence a 
coffee combine which is 4‘the most mor.jtroua im- 
position in the history of human commerce.” 


There is very slight exaggeration about this 
statement. It comes very close to being literally 
true. There is a coffee combine in Brazil, from 
which country comes the bulk of the coffee used 
in the United States, which is backed by the gov­ 
ernment of Brazil and financed by it, which com­ 
pels American consumers, as Mr. Webb said, "to 
pay famine prices for coffee when no famine 
exists." 


The worst thing about this is that the consum­ 
ers of the United States have been compelled to 
put up the money through which this combine, 
to further cinch them, has been made effective. 
There were formerly revenue duties imposed upon, 
all coffee entering the United States. 
Those taxes 
were denounced as an imposition upon the people; 
83 taxing the poor man’s breakfast table, and the 
like. 
The taxes were removed. 
Immediately 
thereafter Brazil imposed an export dut 
coffee up to the full amount of the former customs 
taxes in this country. 
The revenue which for­ 
merly went into the treasury of the United States 
was diverted to the treasury of Brazil. The poor 
man's breakfast coffee continued to cost him the 
name old price. 


But this was only the commencement. 
The 
“ valorization” 
plan wa3 
evolved 
in 
Brazil. 
Through this plan the government, using the rev­ 
enues derived from the export duties for the pur­ 
poses, takes all of the surplus crop in a season of 
l a r g e yields and holds it off t h e market, th u 3 
keeping the supply down to the demands of th e 
market and permitting t h e planters to receive a 
much higher price than they would otherwise 
have done. 


The United States consumes more Braziliah cof­ 
fee than does the rest of the world. 
We are the 
best customers of Brazil, and Brazil buys little 
from us. Now Brazil is promoting, financing and 
maintaining a trust designed, and working effect­ 
ively for the purpose, to compel American con- 
oumers to pay an exorbitant price for the coffee 
they use.

NO FO RESTS IN CHINA. 


In China there are no forests. The 
great plain never had forests, being 
entirely of delta formation, and the 
mountainous regions to the north and 
west were denuded of their trees cen­ 
turies ago. The surface soil h^s been 
washed away, and to reforest it would 
Involve uncertainty, much time, and 
great fortunes. A British corporation 
has a concession for coal mining In 
the Kaiplng district, about eighty 
miles northeast of Tientsin, where 
the surface of the whole region is 
broken by hills 50 to 200 feet high, 
and absolutely bare of trees. The com­ 
pany. however, lias begun the work 
of afforestation, and already has 1,000,- 
000 young trees growing, chiefly aca­ 
cia, and is preparing to establish a 
nursery on a much larger scale. 


The old problem of the flight of 
flying flsh has been revived by Mr.

Sherman had an attack in the Adiron­ 
dack*, at Big Moose, to be exact, in 
June, and I expected him to die

until tho latter part of August. Sin<o 
then his condition has been aggravat­ 
ed and he has been steadily failing. 


“For the last three weeks, since he 
came back from Connecticut, where ho 
went to rest, he has been dressed onlv 
once, and that was a week ago Frida' , 
when against my protest he went out 
to the polls to register. 


“Mr. Sherman is now in the condi­ 
tion which that sort of trouble len.de 
to and is very seriously ill, but there 
is, I believe, no immediate danger ot 
death.” 


After a day of discouraging symp­ 
toms Mr. Sherman rallied and con­ 
tinued to show Improvement. This is 
due In no small measure to powerful 
medicines.

flagrations. 


Early in the Civil war the United 


1 States issued over 
$400,000,000 
of 
legal tender notes, which were used 
, In payment o f all government obliga- 
j tions, including the pay of the armies 
I In the field. 
At this time there are 
still outstanding over $3,000,000 
of 
, these notes in the denominations of 
i one and two dollars alone, which are 
• never heard from except now and 
! then a stray bill or two is presented 


for redemption. 
It is a fair assump­ 
tion that a large percentage of 
tho 
wholo $3.000,000 has been accidental­ 
ly destroyed, and this is undoubtedly 
proportionately true of all of the old 
Issues 


Soon after the war began the gov­ 
ernment issued from time to time an 
aggregate of nearly $369,000,000 In 
fractional paper money, and 
some­ 
thing over $15,000,000 is still carried 
in the treasury accounts as outstand­ 
ing, 


As fast as these old war-time “shln- 
plaste^s" come In the treasury 
de­ 
stroys all of them that 
are 
much 
mutilated and worn, but 
they 
are 
never paid out again other than in 
small amounts 
and 
In 
exceptional 
cases. 
The treasury now has 
on 
hand only about $240 of these small 
notes. 
In 1S79 the department, rep- 
recognizing the fact that 
compara­ 
tively few of these 
old 
fractional 
notes would ever be presented to the 
treasury, directed the segregation of 
a fund of something over $8,000.000 
held in the treasury for the redemp­ 
tion of these notes, the amount to 
be applied to the payment of 
war 
pensions. 
Large sums of this issue 
are no doubt held by collectors as 
souvenirs. 


Of the Civil war issue of compound 
Interest notes which 
amounted 
to 
nearly 
$207,000,000 
there 
still 
re­ 
mains 
outstanding 
approximately 
$100.000, and of this issue only $70 
came to the treasury last year. 
Of 
the issue of seven-thirty notes run­ 
ning from 1861 to 1865, which totaled 
rbout $970,000,000, there is still out­ 
standing $130,000, and only $100 of 
these notes were redeemed last year. 


Of the war time demand note issue 
of $60,000.000, a total of $53,000 is still 
unaccounted for and none of this is­ 
sue lias recently been presented for 
redemption. 


During the issue of the Spanish war 
loan in June and July, 
1898, 
about 
235,000 government chocks were sent 
to subscribers for SMall amounts of 
these bonds, wliicfc represented the 
interest due from the date of its re­ 
ceipt until AugU'/t 1, the date of the 
bonds, and ovei 10,000 of these checks 
have never b'-en presented for pay­ 
ment. 
It is assumed that as nearly 
all of the checks 
were 
for 
small 
amounts, some of them for only a few 
cents, they also have been kept as 
souvenirs. 


Many people who received govern­ 
ment checks in payment of interest 
on live bonds seem to be very care­ 
less or not in need of funds, as a 
largo number of these checks never 
have been presented 
for 
payment. 
One party alone Is known to have in 
h*s possession an aggregate of many 
thousands of dollars represented by 
these checks, and although frequently 
Importuned to present them for pay­ 
ment, he has so far neglected to do so 


An investigation recently made by 
the secretary of the treasury 
dis­ 
close^ the fact that many 
national 
banks are holders of these 
checks, 
and the treasury now' has the names 
of over 100 national 
banks • which 
have thus far »eglected 
to 
present 
them for payment. 


This failure on the part of any 
such 
check 
holder 
to 
present 
them 
has 
caused 
the 
secretary 
to issue an order to the effect that 
w'hen such interest checks 
remain 
unpaid for more than three full fiscal 
years the holder will be required to 
prove his right to them. 
In 
addi­ 
tion. it is probable that new checks 
will have to be issued covering the 
\mounts of tb$ old. 


NEW PAPER MONEY. 


Robert C. Bailey, assistant seer** 
tary of the treasury, has completed * 
list of former presidents and other 
promineut men whose names are to bo 
used on a now series of paper money, 
that is about to be Issued. 


The face of George Washington will 
appear on the $i bills. Thomas Jeffer­ 
son on tho $2 bills, Abraham Lincoln 
on the $5 bills, Grover Cleveland on 
tho $10, Alexander Hamilton. $¿0; An­ 
drew Jacksou, $50; Benjamin Frank­ 
lin. $100; John Marshall. $500; Henry 
Clay. $1,000; and U. S Grant, $10,000. 


It is Mr. Bailey’s plan to have all 
throe branches of the government, ex­ 
ecutive, legislative and judicial, rep­ 
resented on the paper money. All the 
men named were presidents except 
Hamilton. 
Franklin, 
Marshall 
and 
Clay. 
Marshall for years was ehiei 
justice of tho Supreme court and wiU 
bo the jurist represented, on tho bills. 
Tho face of Henry Clay will bo there 
for tho legislators. 


All of the bills of the same denom­ 
ination. under tho new plan, will bear 
tho faces of the same men. 
That is, 
all treasury notes, silvor 
certificates 
and national bank notes of tho same 
amount will be alike as far as pictures 
go. 
This, It is believed, will be a 
check on counterfeiting 


Officials at the treasury department 
admit that the most dangerous form 
of counterfeiting is bill raising. 
By 


having bills or the same denomination 
bear the same pictures it would be 
impossible for any one to add anoth­ 
er cipher to a $10 bill and pass it as 
a $100 bill.

Dr. Anderson has in his office 50,000 
of the deadly ticks, sealed 
in 
glass 
tubes- -enough to wine out the popu­ 
lation of Washington should they be 
liberated, it is said.

Enlist For Seven Years 
Now. 


After Nov. 1 all enlistments in the 
regular army will be for a period of 
seven years. 


This was the announcement 
made 
by Adjutant General George Andrews. 
All recruiting officers have been ad- 
vised of the change. 


By the terms of the new enlistment 
law, a man enlisting may be trans- 
ferred to the army reserve after four 
years of actual service. As a member 
of the reserve he will draw no pay, 
but will be subject to duty at a mo- 
ment's notice. 


Servian Army Takes Uskup and Foi- 


• lows Turkish Troops South—Greeks 


Capture Another Town. 
Since the captuer of the town of 
•'S'ski-Baba by the 
Bulgarian 
troops 
very little 
news has been receivet 
from that region, where the futiire of 
Turkey in Europe may be decided in 
a few days. 


A short message from Sofia, how- 
ever, says that the Bulgarians have 
seized a Turkish military train on the 
way from Constantinople to Adriano 
pie. 
This indicates that the Bulgarian 
invaders have cut the railroad, isolât 
ing Adrianople from its base, accom 
plishing one of the greatest strokes of 
the campaign, getting into position to 
march on Constantinople. 


At the same time the Bulgarian ar- 
mies are carrying out a wide, sweep- 
ing movement reaching almost to the 
shores of the Black Sea, and still other 
Bulgarian columns are completing the 
circle ai*ound Adrianople. 
How 
far 
these combined movements have been 
successful the outside world is not in- 
formed, but the Bulgarians assert that 
the fate of Adrianople is practically 
sealed. 


The bridge across the Tchorlu river 
was blown up by the Bulgarians, thus 
Interrupting 
communication 
between 
Lule Burgas and Constantinople, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from the corres- 
pondent of the Vienna Reichspost with 
the headquarters of the Second Bul- 
garian army. 


In view of the big events in the 
eastern region of the theater of war 
the achievements of the Servian army 
have been somewhat lost sight of. The 
Servians, from whom Europe did not 
expect much, are now in possession of 
virtually the whole of Old Servia and. 
In conjunction with the Montenegrins, 
hold the best part of the district of 
Novibazar. 


The Servian columns have obtained 
possession of 'the Turkish 
railroad 
from Mitrovitza, its northern terminus, 
down to Uskup, and they are following 
the del'eated Turkish army to Velos, 
farther to the south. 
The Bulgarian 
column co-operating with the Servian 
army in the western part of the penin- 
sula has occupied 
Istib, called 
the 
"Adrianopolis of Macedonia," and now 
threaten to cut off the retreat of the 
Turks to the south. 


The Serbs inflicted another defeat 
on the Turkish forces at Verisovitz, 
where the Arnaut tribesmen lost fif- 
teen guns andT 4000 rifles, wiiile 1000 
of them were captured. 
The Servian 
loss was twenty-five killed and 
six 
wounded. The Servian troops contin- 
ued their march along the railway. 


The Greek army, too, is 
making 
steady headway. 
Its capture of Pen- 
tepigedia is considered of the utmost 
importance, for with Pentepigedia in 
Greek hands, the whole country to the 
north is accessible to the Greek army 
and the way is left open to Janina, the 
Turkish base in the far western re- 
gion.

of police, who is facing death in ihe 
electric chair for the murder of Her- 
man Rosenthal, of which a jury in New 
York found him guilty, is not nearly so 
fear-stricken over the future as are his 
fellow prisoners, the gangsters whom 
he is accused of using as tools to carry 
death 
to 
the 
"squealing" 
gambkM\ 
Becker will be sontencod to death next 
Wednesday. 


While Becker was conferring with 
John F. Mclntyre, his chief counsel, 
looking toward an appeal of his caso, 
"Smiling Sam" Scbepps, the pivoiu) 
witness in the trial, received a death 
threat over the telephone, and the oth- 
er gangsters cowered in their cells, 
fearing that every footstep in the flag- 
ged corridors of their prison heralded 
the approach of an avenger in dis- 
guise. 


Schepps. the smiling, pleasant little 
man, who has gloried in tho limelight, 
was called to the tolephone by a voico 
which told the keeper that Bernard 
Sandler, Schepp's counsel, was at tho 
other end of the wire. 
Schepps ro 
sponded and said the voice over tho 
wire whispered: 


"You may be turned out of prison 
today, but if you are you will not leave 
the court room alive." 


Scheppä dropped the receiver and 
screamed: "They'll get me!" And the 
other gangsters and informers 
anew at the note of terror in Scne.^j. 
voice. 


Exhausted by the ordeal of tho tri-ii, 
Mr. Mclntyro began tho prell.»lijur^ 
steps looking to an appeal and a htay 
of execution for his client. The case 
will be fought to the court of appeals, 
and Becker, pacing his cell in the 
Tombs, expressed 
hope of 
tho out- 
come. At the same time ho denounces 
what he styles the rigorous partiality 
of Justice Goff in his charge to the 
jury and his conduct of the trial. 


The verdict caused a panic among 
the four gunmen who are accused of 
being tlie actual murderers of Rosen- 
thal. 


Reports were current at the Tombs 
that "Gyp the Blood" Horowitz, "Lefty 
Louie" 
Rosenberg, 
"Whitey 
Lewis" 
(Frank Muller) and 
"Dago

A bureau of lire prevention has just 
been organized In New, York city un- 
der the new state law enacted as a 
result of the great Asch building fire 
and 
similar 
disasters. 
Nearly GOO 
inspectors will be employed by the bu- 
reau, whose 
ofllcors and 
men 
are 
drawn irom the lire department. 
The 
force will inspect, buildings and will 
work in co-operation with the bureau 
of fire extinguishment 
Large powers 
an given to the new bureau; it will 
have control of fire-escapes and fire- 
exits, 
cellars, 
dumbwaiter 
shafts, 
auxiliary fire appliances and 
every- 
thing designed to protect human life 
from fire, says the Chicago Record- 
Herald. 
A landlord who refuses to 
comply with the order of the bureau 
will be required to close his building 
until the changes thought necessary 
by the bureau have been made. 
The 
example of New York in this respect 
ought to be followed in many states'! 
Illinois has made a start through the 
authorization by the legislature of a 
commission 
to codify the 
building 
nws and report recommendations for 
fire protection after examination of 
the laws of other states. 
This com- 
mission is not required to report be- 
fore January 1, 1913; meantime local 
fire-prevention 
ordinances should 
bo 
rigidly enforced.

Before the Coffee Roasters' Association, in ses- 
sion at Chicago on Thursday, Thomas J. Webb, 
of Chicago, charged that there is in existence a 
coffee combine which is *'the most monstrous im- 
position in the history of human commerce/' 


There is very slight exaggeration about this 
statement. It comes very close to being literally 
true. There is a coffee combine in Brazil, from 
•which country comes the bulk of the coffee used 
in the United States, which is backed by the gov- 
ernment of Brazil and financed by it, which com- 
pels American consumers, as Mr. Webb said, 
pay famine prices for coffce when no famino 
exists." 


The worst thing about this is that the consum- 
ers of the United States have been compelled to 
put up the money through which this combine, 
to further cinch them, has been made, effective. 
There were formerly revenue duties imposed upon, 
all coffee entering the United States. 
Those taxes 
were denounced as an imposition upon the people; 
as taxing? the poor man's breakfast table, and the 
like. 
The taxes were removed. 
Immediately 
thereafter Brazil imposed an export duty upon 
coffee up to the full amount of tW former customa 
taxes in this country. 
The revenue which for- 
merly went into the treasury of the United States 
was diverted to the treasury of Brazil. The poor 
man's breakfast coffee continued to cost him the 
Dame old price. 


But this was only the commencement. The 
^'valorization" 
plan was evolved 
in 
Brazil. 
Through this plan the government, using the rev- 
enues derived from the export duties for the pur- 
poses, takes all of the surplus crop in a season of 
large jrields and holds it off the market, thus 
keeping the supply down to the demands of the 
market and permitting the planters to receive a 
much higher price than they would otherv/ise 
have done.

best customers of Brazil, and Brazil buys little 
from tis. Novr Brazil is promoting, financing and 
maintaining a trust designed, and working effect- 
ively for the purpose, to compel American con- 
Dumers to pay an exorbitant price for the coffee 
they use.

STEADILY FAILS 


Doctor Says Mr. Siiermin Is 


Seriously IIL 


FAMILY AT HIS BEDSIDE 


Ht 
Rallies Under Strong 
Medicine«. 


No Immediate Danger of Death, P h ^ 


aiclan Reporte. 


Jamos S, Sherman, vico president U 
the United States, Is seriously 111 and 
Btoadily falling at hia home in L'tica, 
N. Y. 


While his physician, Dr. Fayettp H. 
Pe^k, belie\(?s there is no immedluLe 
danger of doath, the distinguished pa- 
tient's condition is such that it is a 
matter of conjecture how much lon«or 
he can withstand the ravages of the 
disease with which he Is afflicted. 


Dr. Pork authorized this statement 
rogardinR Mr. Sherman's Illness and 
bis present condition; 


"Mr. Sherman has been sick all of 
this year, due to tlie condition of th»* 
kidneys, hardeulug of the arterieí= an I 
softening of tho muscles of the h»*Hrt. 
which 
is somewhat 
stretched. 
Mr 
Sherman had an attack in the A(ltri«n 
dacks, at Big Moose, to be exact, in 
June, and I expected him to die 
Ho 
got out of Big Moose safely and im 
proved steadily and very satisfactorily 
until the latter part of August. Sin» o 
then his condition has been aggravat- 
ed and he has been steadily falling. 


"For the last three weeks, since be 
came hack from Connecticut, where ho 
went to rest, he has been dressed onlv 
once, and that was a week ago Frlda\, 
when against my protest he went out 
to the polls to register. 


"Mr. Sherman is now in the rondi 
tlon which that sort of trouble lead» 
to and is very seriously ill, but there 
is, I believe, no immediate danger oC 
death." 


After a day of discouraging symp- 
toms Mr. Sherman rallied 
and con- 
tinued to show Improvement. This is 
due In no small measure to powerful 
medicines. 
Whether or not he 
ran 
much longer successfully combat the 
attack of kidney trouble and compli- 
cations Is a matter of grave doubt. 


The members of his family are with 
him 
constantly, 
and 
his 
intimate 
friends have been notlfled that he has 
been falling steadily. 


Close friends of Mr. Sherman admit 
that his condition Is very serious and 
that he has had sinking spells at times 
during the summer. 


The vice president Is suffering from 
a conipliration of ailments which have 
Induced weakness In heart action, and 
he experiences great difficulty In his 
breathing. 
He has been ill since last 
spring, but was believed to be recov- 
ering. 
A week ago ho Insisted on go- 
ing to the polls to register, although 
he had been warned by Dr. Peck that 
such action might be dangerous. I'pon 
his return he was forced to go to hi»-!, 
and the doctor was hurriedly callej. 
On Saturday tho members of the fam- 
ily were greatly alarmed, but the sud- 
den relapse seemed to give way to 
treatment. 


The extended rest which the vire 
president had been directed to lake 
has failed to bring about any improve- 
ment in his condition. 
His strength 
has gradually weakened since 
some 
four months ago, when his heart be- 
gan to trouble him. An examination 
at that time showed that he was suf- 
fering from myocarditis, an affertion 
of the muscles of the heart.

Washington.—The reported losa of 
Qiany thousands of dollars 
by

linking of the Titanic calls attention 
to the fact that tl.o government of 
the United Statoa frequently benoiUs 
by the misfortunes of tho people. 
It 
devor can be known w h a t amount of 
United States money wont down with 
tho Titanic, but whatever the svim. the 
treasury department has just so much 
additional to its credit, as it can never 
be presented for redemption. 
A week rarely or never passes thiit 
, the treasury department does not re- 
' colve for redemption a 
number 
of 
packages containing money that 
has 
been partly destroyed by fire, and in 
i all cases wlTere tho bills can bo sat- 
hsfactorily 
identified 
now 
money 
is 
issued therefore; but frequently only 
! % portion of the bill romains, and in 
that event. If thr^se-flfths of the note 
, can be identified the full face value 
i Is returned to the owner, but If loss 
than 
throe-fifths can 
bo 
identified 
only one-half of the value is returned. 
These losses by fire aggregate 
eacli 
year a very large sum; but what has 
become of the millions of dollars of 
which there Is no trace is an unsolved 
problem. 
Treasury ofilclals speak of 
the 
great 
fires 
that in years 
past 
have 
swept 
Chicago. 
Boston, 
San 
F^rancisco. Baltimore, and other cltlo3. 
and estimate that many millions must 
have been lost In these great 
con- 
flagrations. 


Early in the Civil war the United 


' s t a t e s 
Issued 
over 
$400.000.000 
of 
legal tender notes, which were used 
, In payment ^ f all government obliga- 
¡ tlons, including the pay of the armies 


i In the 
field. 
At this time there 
are 
, Btlll outstanding 
over 
$3,000.000 
of 
! these notes in the denominations of 
, one and two dollars alone, which are 
never 
heard 
from 
except 
now 
and 
then a stray bill or two Is presented 
for redemption. 
It is a fair assump- 
tion that a large percentage of 
tho 
whole $3.000.000 has been 
accidental- 
ly destroyed, and this is undoubtedly 
proportionately true of all of the old 
Issues 


Soon after the war began the gov- 
ernment issued from time to time an 
aggregate 
of 
nearly 
$369.000.000 
In 
fractional paper money, and 
some- 
thing over $15.000.000 is still carried 
in the treasury accounts as outstand- 
ing, 


As fast as these old war-time "shin- 
plasters" come in the treasury 
de- 
stroys all of them that 
are 
much 
mutilated and worn, but 
they 
are 
never paid out again 
other than 
In 
small 
amounts 
and 
In 
exceptional 
cases. 
The treasury 
now has 
on 
hand only about $246 of these small 
notes. 
In 1S79 the department, rep- 
recognlzing the 
fact that 
compara- 
tively few of these 
old 
fractional 
notes would ever be presented to the 
treasury, directed the segregation of 
a fund o f ' s o m e t h i n g over $8.000.000 
held in the treasury for the redemp- 
tion of these notes, the amount 
to 
be applied to the payment of 
war 
pensions. 
Large sums of this 
issue 
are no doubt held 
by collectors 
as 
souvenirs. 


Of the Civil war issue of compound 
interest 
notes which 
amounted 
to 
nearly 
$207.000,000 
there 
still 
re- 
mains 
outstanding 
approximately 
$1 GO,000, and of this issue only $70 
came to the treasury last year. 
Of 
tho issue of seven-thirty 
notes 
run- 
ning from 1861 to 1805, which totaled 
rbout $970.000.000, there is still out- 
^ standing 
$130,000, and 
only $100 of 
I those potes were redeemed last year. 
Of the war time demand note issue 
of $60.000.000, a total of $53,000 is still 
unaccounted for and none of this Is- 
sue lias recently been presented 
for 
redemption. 


During the issue of the Spanish war 
loan in .Tune and July. 
189S, 
about 
235,000 government chocks were sent 
I to subscribers for SMall amounts of 
' these 
bonds, 
whici; 
represented 
the 
interest duo from the date of Its re- 
ceipt until AugU'^t 1, the date of the 
bonds, and ovei 10,000 of these checks 
have never b'«n 
presented 
for pay- 
ment. 
It is assumed that as nearly 
all of the checks 
were 
for 
small 
' amounts, some of them for only a few 
cents, they also have been kept 
as, 
i souvenirs. 


Many people who received 
govern- 
ment checks in payment of 
Interest 
. on live bonds seem to be very care- 
less or not in need of funds, as a 
largo number of these checks 
never 
have been presented 
for 
payment 
. One party alone is known to have in 
h's posseission an aggregate of many 
thousands of dollars represented 
by 
these checks, and although frequently 
Importuned to present them for pay- 
ment. he has so far neglected to do no 
An investigation recently made by 
' the secretary 
of 
the 
treasury 
dis- 
. close^ the fact that many 
national 
banks are holders of these 
checks, 
and the treasury now has the names 
of over 100 national 
banks • which 
J have thus far «eglected 
to 
present 
: them for payment. 


This 
failure on 
the 
part 
of 
any 
such 
check 
holder 
to 
present 
them 
has 
caused 
the 
secretary 
to issue an order to the effect that 
when 
such Interest 
checks 
remain 
unpaid for more than three full fiscal 
years the holder will be required 
to 
prove his right to them. 
In 
addi- 
tion. It Is probable that new 
checks 
will have to be issued covering 
the 
tmounts of thç old.

Grover Cleveland on 
the $10, Alexandor Hamilton. $¿0; An- 
drow Jackson, $50; neujamln Frank- 
lin, $100; John Marshall. $500; Henry 
Clay. $1.000; and U. S Grant, $10,000. 


It is Mr. Balloy's plan to have all 
t h r e e branchoa of the government. eX' 
ecutlve.' Ipglalative and judicial, rep- 
resented on the paper money. 
All the 
mon 
named 
were 
presidents 
cxcopt 
Hamilton. 
Franklin, 
Marshall 
and 
Clay, 
Marshall for years waa chloi 
justice of tho Supreme court and wiU 
bo tho jurist represented, on tho bills. 
Tho face of Henry Clay will bo thoro 
for tho leglslatorB. 


All of the bills of tho same denom- 
ination. under tho new plan, will bear 
tho faces of the same mon. 
That Is. 
all treasury notes, silver 
cortlflcatoa 
and national bank notes of tho samo 
amount will be alike as far as pictures 
so. 
This, It is bolioved, will be 
a 
chock on counterfoiting 


OfRoials at the treasury dopartmont 
admit that the most dangerous f o r m 
of counterfeiting is bill raising. 
By 
having bills ot' the samo deuomlnatlou 
bear the same pictures it would 
be 
impossible for any one to add anoth- 
er cipher to a $10 bill and pass It as 
a $100 bill.
